Scenes of Disorder In House of Com- 
mons—Government Supported by 
Substantial Majorities. 



Col. Sauuderson's Reflections Upon 
the Irish Parliament ami " the 
Hungry Executive." 



London, May 8.— In the House of Com- 
mons to day Charles J. Darling, Conserva- 
tive for Deptford, proposed to amend clause 
one of the Home Kulo bill by re-affirming 
the supremacy of Parliament in local as well 
as Imperial matters. 

Mr. Gladstone opposed the motion for the- 
reason that tho Bupremaoy of Parliament 
had been asserted sufficiently in tho pre- 
amble. 

Col. Saunderaon, Ulster Loyalist, argued 
that the amendment was necessary to "curb 
the predatory propensities of the squalid 
Irish Parliament, with a hungry executive 
gloating iu whiskey." 

Mr. Balfour, leader of tho Unionists, said 
that tho proposed amendment waa n preface 
to future provisions by which the Imperial 
Parliament would be enabled to control 
local and personal affairs in Ireland. 

Mr. Chamberlain, leader of tho Liboral 
Unionista, declared it to bo a sinister omen 
that tho Government wua unwilling to 
accept the amendment. If it wero deemed 
desirable to enforco the supremacy of the 
Imperial Parliament, certaiuly that 
supremacy ought to be first asserted. He, 
himself, wished to assert tbia supremacy. 

Amid tho Conservative cheera whioh 
greeted this statement tho electric lights in 
the lobbies and galleries went out, and the 
proceedings were suspended, To shorten 
tho debate the Irish members abstained 
from speukkig on Mr. Darling's amendment, 
although tho Conservative speakers taunted 
them with exceptional malignance for the 
purposo of involving them iu a ilisouasion. 

After six hours had beeb consumed, Mr. 
Morley, chief secretary for Ireland, moved 
the cloture. His motion evoked Opposition 
yells and crieB of "shameful!" "scandal- 
ous ! " to which the Irish members replied, 
" remember what you did iu 1887 1 " 

The cloturo was carried by a voto of '213 
to 195. Tho amendment was lost by a voto 
of 285 to 23,'J. 

Lord Randolph Churchill moved that tho 
chairman of tho committee report progress. 
It was hopolesB, ho said, to got fair play as 
the business in committee waB being con- 
ducted. 

Mr. Gladstone resisted the motion, re- 
marking that ho was not the author of the 
cloture rule. 

Mr. Chamberlain said lie could appre- 
ciate tho Prime Minister's coolness. When 
tho worm was trampled, it was not the 
trampler who had reason to become excited, 
nevertheless the worm's feelings might bo 
hurt. Mr. Chamberlain closed with a tlmg 
at the Irish, whom ho charged with an in- 
discriminating support of the Government. 

" How much would it take to admire 
you ? " shouted William Pollard Bylea, a 
Yorkshire Liberal. Conservative shouts for 
an apology followed. 

The chairman requested Mr. Byles to 
apologize, but Byles refused to do bo. More 
shouting and disorder and uproar followed, 
above which could be heard indistinctly the 
protest of the Irish that Mr. Chamberlain 
was the one who ought to apologize. 

Finally Mr. Gladstone interposed, calmed 
the members and drew from tho chairman 
a statement that ho had misunderstood the 
facts and wished to withdraw his request 
for an apology from Mr. Byles. 

Tho motion to report, progress waa then 
rejected on a vote ol 307 to 'JO"). 

Mr. Balfour moved that the chairman 
leave tho chair. 

The motion was resisted by Mr. Glud- 
stono and lost by a vote of 204 to 257. 

When the monotony of tireless motions 
and divisions was resumed. Chairman Mel- 
lor's voice was noticeubly hoarse, in conae- 
quence of his strenuous but ineffectual 
etrorts to make himself heard during tho 
worst of the confusion caused by the Byles 
incident. Tho sitting dragged uneventually 
to the adjournment at midnight. The last 
two hours had been completely wasted in 
futile squabbling and voting.

Release ofltltc Libel Against tho Vessel and 
tho Anus Slio Had on Hoard. 

San Francisco, May 8.— Judges Mor- 
row, Hawloy and MoKcuna. sitting aa the 
United Statea court of appeals, to-day 
allirmcd tho judgment of tho district 
court of Southern California, dismissing 
the libel against tho steamer Itatu 
end releasing it and the two thousand cuses 
of rilles it bad on board when seized. Tho 
lecision, which waa a long one and required 
over an hour for J udgo Hawloy to read, went

Tho libel filed iu the Itata caso charged m 
deliberate violation of section 5,2S4 of the 
U. S. Revised Statues, and set forth that 
the Itata had been fitted out with intent to 
cruise and commit, hostilities against a gov- 
ernment with which the United States was 
ut peace. It was pointed out that in tho 
opinion of tho court this condition of things 
way not borno out by the ovidenco. It was 
shown that by a curioua combination of 
events tho Government of Chili haa now in- 
tervened in this case, urging that the Itata 
instead of being an enemy of tho Govern- 
ment of Chili waa in reality controlled by 
its frieude. 



NEWS OF THE ALKI. 

-She Ban on u Reef and Wua Damaged— On tho 
Beach for Repairs. 

Port Townskn D, Wn., May 8.— The 
ateamer Chilcot arrived from Juneau to- 
night cn routo to Astoria. She reported 
that tho steamer Al-Ki had atrtick a reef 
above Mary's Island on her trip north and 
sustained slight damage. The Al-Ki was 
leaking slightly when tho CMleot left, but 
tho examination had not progressed far 
enough to warrant, putting her on the 
beach for repairs. A small portion of her cargo 
waa damaged. South bound patsongora were 
Bent to here on tho Chilcot. The Al-Ki ia 
twelve days late. She will probably await 
the arrival of tho City of Topjku before 
coming back. 



GERMAN POLITICS. 



Permanent Shape of the Divisions in 
the Radical Party— Election 
Preparations. 



The Kaiser Will Not Attempt to Con- 
ciliate the Clericals, But 
Will Fight. 



Berlin, May 8. — Tho division of tho 
Radical Freiainningo party haa assumed a 
permanent form. The stronger contingent 
under Eugeno Riehter will bo known hence- 
forth aB the Radical Peoplo's party (Froiain- 
ningo Volkspartel) and will co-operato with 
tho South Gorman Democrats under 
Frederick Payer, who made one of the bit- 
terest Bpeechea against tho Government 
on the lu8t day of tho laBt Reichstag 
and is opposed to all concessions 
to militarism. Herr Riehter justifies 
this course in a manifesto, which saya : 
" It waa impossible to fight tho reaction- 
aries on tho right, the Socialists on the left 
and, at the same time, tho dissenters within 
our own ranks. The division of the party 
was therefore unavoidable." Tho weaker 
contingent of tho P'irty, which seceded 
with Mnjor Hugo Hinze, haa assumed the 
name of tho Kadical Union Freissinninge 
Voreigning. Tho Radical Unionists 
have been tho first to score a succeaa with 
tho electors. At a Radical meeting in tho 
Schwentz Wittenberg coiitituency, Dr. 
Heinrich Dohren, one of the twenty-two 
who seceded from the Radical caucus on 
Saturday, and founded tho Radical Union, 
was endorsed aa Radical candidate iu the 
general election, although he had explicitly 
avowed bis purposo to vote, if returned to 
the Reichstag, for the security of tho Em- 
pire. A high official in the Imperial 
chancellor's olfieo said to-day that 
the Emperor and Caprivi, con- 
vinced of tho futility of attempting to 
conciliate the clericals will accept tho per- 
sistent opposition of the Centre as a gaugo 
of buttle. As regards both the schools und 
the return of tho Jesuits, ho said the Gov- 
ernment would act iu complete independ- 
ence of clerical influence, not even yielding 
it. face of another kulturkampf. 
j ,The division of tho funds and other 
matters connected with tho old Radical 
organization have been arranged amicably 
between the now groupB. Tho seceders 
havo taken some of the slrougest members 
of tho old party. Among them are : Dr. 
Heinrich, Rickert, Ludwig, Bam- 
berger, Mayor Hugo Hinze, Dr. 
Albert Haenel, Dr. Theodore Burth, 
editor of dio Nation, Dr. Dohren, Dr. Sie- 
mens, director of tho Deuteher bunk, and 
Prof. Seelig, of Kiel University, and Rail- 
way Director Schrader. Dr. Freiheer Von 
Scheniek has also joined tho seceders from 
tho old Radical party. 

London, May 8. — Tho Borlin corre- 
spondent of the Daily Nowa, in giving the 
history of the division in the Radical party, 
Bays : The split will have great iiilluoiice'in 
Germany's domestic policy since from its 
foundation the party suffered from want of 
unity among its leudera. Common hatred 
of Bismarck, however, kept a semblance of 
harmony. Tho ties wero loosened with 
tho ucceBsion of von Caprivi. A 
popular wit has dubbed Riehter 
section opposing Caprivi, Wasserstiofler 
und tho Riehter section, which was com- 
pliant- toward Caprivi, Waldenstrumpfler. 
The Army bill served to turn local jealous- 
ies into an open rupture which, on top of 
the dissolution, waa the greatest possiblo 
blunder. It is true the hostile section ap- 
pointed a joint committee to secure a com- 
mon election platform, but it is feared that 
circumstances will prove stronger than the 
beat intentions, and tho aplit will spread to 
the electorate."

— A cuso for submiBaion 
to tho Supremo court in reference to the 
Manitoba schools h :^s been drufted and sub- 
mitted to the Government of Manitoba and 
the Roman Catholic minority for their 
views. Tne Supreme court waa asked for 
an opinion on tho question suggested by the 
sub committee of the Privy Council, which 
considered the matter several weeks ago.

The Quocii to Visit London. 

London, May 8. — Elaborate arrange- 
ments are in progress for tho visit of Queen 
Victoria to tho metropolis this week, when 
Her Majesty will open tho Imperial Insti- 
tute with royal pomp und ceremony. It 
will probably bo the luat Btate proceaaion in 
which tho venerable Sovereign will partici- 
pate, while it is also her first public entree 
in over twenty years. Heuco the event is 
to be Bignulized in the most imposing 
manner. Numerous triumphal arches, as 
well aa stands having u Beating capacity of 
over half a million, havo been erected 
along tho routo and are in courao of com- 
pletion. The mayors und delegationa of all 
tho leading municipalities of tho country 
will be amongst the spectators. The Prince 
of Wales himself, kneeling on u velvet daiB, 
will present tho address of wolcome to his 
august mother. 

Darltt Takes the Chlllern Hundreds. 

London, May 8. — Michael Davitt, anti- 
Parnollito member for North East Cork, has 
applied for tho Chiltern Hundreds. This 
means tho resignation of his seat in Par- 
liament. Although tho bankruptcy act al- 
lows a man aix montha grace after he has 
been declared a bankrupt, Mr. Davitt pre- 
fers resigning at onco. He said that his 
conscience would not allow him to remain 
in 1'arlinment on auffranco. Mr. Davitt's 
financial troubles wero caused by the costs 
attendant upon tho North Mouth election 
contest. 

Kiigiauii H root Laureate. 

London, Muy 8. — Prime Minister Glad- 
atone has offered the place of Poet Laureate, 
made vacant by the death of Lord Tenny- 
son, to tho diatiuguiahed art crilic, John 
Ruskin. 

Kxpcllcil from I'olaud. 

Vienna, May 8. — Herr Rozowadoviski, a 
member of the Austrian Reichstag, and who 
owns land in Russian Poland, where he oc- 
casionally spends some timo, hua been-ex- 
pollcd from I'olaud, with bis family, by tho 
Russian authorities. 

Itusnla in I lie Vatican. 

Rome, May 8.— The Polish Pilgrims have 
urrivod in this city. The pilgrim.igoa will 
bo suspended during June, July und August 
on account of the influenza. More than 
half of the guards at the Vatican aro now- 
ill of the epidemic and tho medical stuff has 
boon increased so that it muy bo equal to 
caring for tho sufferers.

Destitution In UusHla. 

Moscow, May 8.— Destitution is decimat- 
ing the population of tho rurul districts in 
Contral and Southern Russia. Fevers havo 
followed everywhere in the path of the fam- 
ine, and the utmost Buffering provails iu the 
Provinces of Sdratoff", Sumarund and Voro- 
noah. The land owners ure heavy losers 
from the prevalent distress. Many of them 
have sold or killed all their livo stock to 
carry them through tho orisiB, and aro now 
on the verge of bankruptcy. 

Germans In Samoa. 

Berlin, May 8,— At the Colonial office it 
is stated that tho powers of the Samoan 
treaty have accept ed the resignations of 
Chief Justice Cederkrvantz and B iron von 
Pilsach, president of the municipal council.

WEST»Ji:VSTKK. 

Nsvr WeSTMINSTEB, May S.— The first 
SQBsion of the eighth annual conference of 
the Methodist church will be held to morrow 
and the meetings will continue throughout 
the week. 

Schooner Nooka, owned and manned by 
Indians, left Victoria last week for the 
Fraser river, but oiviug to defective navi- 
gation ran into Semiabmoo bay. After 
going a short distance and finding where 
they were, the Siwashes took tho schooner 
into British waters, whoro sub-Collector 
Chnutrell, of Douglas, seized it. The 
schooner was brought round to thia port 
and an investigation held by Inspector 
Cluto, tho result hoing that tho Indian's ex- 
planation was accepted and to-day tho ves- 
sel was handed over to them again. 

Another batch of Japs renounced al 
lcjjiance to the Mikado to-day and became 
Ilritish subjects. The right to take out 
fishing licenses is what they are after. 

Tho oolachan run keeps up remarkably 
woll, the catch to-day being largo. So 
great bus been the demand for these fisli 
that none have been saltod thia aoason, 
which is very unusal. Wood, Traves & Co. 
will ship fifteen tons of dried fidi to the 
Orient by the next Chinese steamer. 

The preliminary trial of Stroebel and 
Tyerly, accused of murdering John Marshall 
at Huntingdon on April 10, commenced this 
afternoon. The hearing was not concluded 
when the couit rose. The evidence waa 
strong against tho accused. 

Late on Saturday night a special train ar- 
rived from Fairhuven with 80 men aboard 
and commenced tearing up the Great North- 
era track between Brownsville and South 
Westminster station, and prepired to re- 
move the station building. Hardly had the 
work commenced when a sheriff's officer put 
in an appearance with an injunction restrain- 
ing the company from touching the track or 
station. Numerous parties have claims 
against the Great Northern for right-of-way, 
SDiiie of which ufe now before the courts. 
Tho company have abandoned that portion 
of the line from South Westminster to 
Brownsvlllo, and if the scheme tried bud 
worked several claimants who had no writ- 
ten agreement would have been left in the 
lurch.

JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 



The Directors Meet and Discuss Its 
Affairs— Items of Internal 
Ecoiioniy. 



Extortionate Charges tor Drugs - 
Cold Victuals Not Appreciated— 
Cupt. Powers' Generosity. 



President Joshua Davies, Vice-Fresklent 
A. C. Flumcrfelt, und Directors Alexander 
Wilson, E. Crow Baker, W. M. Ubudley, 
I. Braverman, G. H. Brown, H. D. Helmc- 
kon and G. Worlock attended tho regular 
monthly meeting of tho Jubilee hoBpital 
board, held last evening at the offices of 
Yates, Jay & Russell. 

Tho first business presented for considera- 
tion was in the form of a report from the 
resident medical officer, covering a variety 
of subjects. Having reconsidered tho mut- 
ter of kitchen management, Dr. Richardson 
advised tho continuance of tho old arrange- 
ment for the present at least, it being less 
expensive Various little changes in tho 
direction of greater economy were suggested, 
and iho doctor aeked permission to utilize 
an unused linen closet as a dark room for 
tho examination of eyes. The ventilation 
of tho large wards was next referred to, 
complaints in regard to tho jolting of the 
ambulance being next dealt with. This lat- 
ter cause of dissatisfaction it was proposed 
to remedy by a rearrangement of the 
stretcher. The closing paragraphs of ihu 
report were with reference to accumulation 
of sewage on tho hospital grounds. 

Mr. Chudley bore testimony to the justice 
of the complaint upon this last, point. Near 
the main gates there were pools of fetid 
water which endangered the health of all 
who passed in or out. This source of alarm 
called for immediate attention. 

Tho report went to the committee of the 
month. 

Dr. Richardson also submitted with his 
report a statement of the cost of dietaries 
for the past four months, showing a gradual 
but gratifying reduction, and promised still 
further economy in tho future. The reduo 
tion in the cost of food supplies since Janu- 
ary had been from §1,100 to §900, but no 
calculation was enclosed as to the number of 
pitients in each month, so that tho saving 
c mid not be very clearly estimated. Dr. 
Richardson oxplaiued that, in the opinion 
of tho matron, the mealB supplied wore such 
that no fault could be found with them. 

ThiB report also went to tho committee of 
the month, ono or two members of the 
board remarking, as it passed, that despite 
the testimonial to the meals supplied, com- 
plaints in regard to them were becoming 
unfortunately frequent. The chief objec- 
tion seems to be that the viands are cold 
when served, and soup, meats, dessert, etc., 
are brought in all together. 

Miss M. McMillan, the matron, reported 
that during April ono new probationer had 
been received, Miss Stewart, of Victoria, no 
other changes having taken place in the 
nursing staff. Everything was running 
smoothly, and during the month donations 
had been received as follows : Samaritan 
Home, per Mrs. Flumcrfelt and Mrs. Hall, 
five bottles claret, cake, jelly and salads ; 
Mrs. C. E. Redfern, booltB, und Mrs. G. A. 
McTaviah. flowers. The report was re- 
ceived and filed. 

House Steward Jenkins stated that tho 
supplies, inclusive of bread, bad been Ren 
eraliy satisfactory during tho mouth. Mr. 
Henry Saunders 1 , Mrs. McTaviah and Mrs. 
1). R. II irris had kindly given Mowers foi 
beautifying the hospital grounds, and these 
had been planted by Mr. Saunders' gar 
dener. 

Accounts for the month, totalling 
$-,110 33, and the salary list of S">71, wen 
presented by the treasurer and discussed 
Th i charges made in certain items of a drug 
bill challenged debate, the president holding 
that money could be saved by buying in 
larger market. It was explained that 
though drugs enumerated in contract were 
charged for at a reasonable rate, " extras 
were made to produce for the seller a double 
and even a quadruple profit. 

Mr. Worlock and one or two other mem 
bers of the board objected to buying any 
where but at home, where the contributions 
to support the hospital wero obtained, but 
they did not favor paying more for any 
article than its value. In future, therefore, 
the purchasers of hospital supplies will look

Telegraphic 
communication with tho section of Brazil 
affected by the revolution is partly cut off, 
and the reports are so conflicting that it is 
impossible to get the true story. Meun- 
whilo the relations between Brazil und 
Uruguay are becoming more unfriendly. A 
telegram from Montevideo states that Dr. 
Bllura has been sent to Rio do Janeiro by 
the Uruguayan government, He has been 
directed to ask the Brazilian government to 
state positively and definitely what it pro- 
posed to do in the way of making amends 
for the invasion of Uruguay by tho 
Brazilian troops. The president of Uiu- 
guay held a conference with Gen. Lujes 
upon the military situation, and congress 
authorized the expenditure of $000,000 for 
the purchase of urtns in tho event of war 
being declared against Brazil.

BRAZILIAN BATTLE. 

The Fate of Its Revolution Settled— Relations 
With Uruguay. 

Valparaiso, May 8. — A battle which 

lasted six hours was fought yesterday near 
Grande dol Sul, Brazil, in which 4,000 Gov- 
ernment troops and 0,000 insurgents were 
engaged. Conflicting reports have been 
Bent out concerning the engagement. The 
firsts tory came from Artigas, that it whs 
rumored that Gen. Tavarez, the commander 
of the insurgent forces, had put the army 
under Gen. Hippolyte to (light. This en- 
couraging news from the Brazilian revolu- 
tionists iH directly contradicted by the story 
sent from Buenos Ay res, where it is said 
that an apparently reliable telegram from 
Montevideo was published, giving tho de- 
tails of an engagement yesterday between 
fiovernmcnt troops and the insurgents near 
Uruguay Ano. Ten thousand men are re- 
ported to have been engaged in tho battle, 
which was fiercely contested and lasted six 
hourti. 

Tho Government troops, numbering 4,- 
COO, were under command of Generals Hip- 
polyte and Lima. Generals Tavartz and 
Salgedo led the 0,000 men who fought for 
the revolutionary cause. Tho combat began 
about noon and lasted until nightfall. 
Great determination and daring were dis 
played by tho soldiers of each army. The 
slaughter was terrible. Scores of men fell 
dead on the field before tho frightful rain of

Washington, Muy S —Secretary Gresh- 
uii's iiuul instructions to Commissioner 
51ount will be forwarded to Honolulu 
within a few days. Tho commissioner has 
advised the department that he will leave 
the Hawaiian Islands on Juno 5, und muy 
thereforo be expected to reach Washington 
abnut June 17. Secretary Gresham's dis 
patches to tho commissioner will be supple 
mentary to the instructions he has already 
received, but will be important, in that they 
will bear significantly upon precautions that 
it is uow evident must bo taken to prevent 
violence, and perhaps bloodshed, on the 
Island as soon as the commissioner's restrain- 
ing influenco has been removed. 

Secretary Gresham has had little fuult 
to find with Commissioner Blount's course 
thus far, but he is by no means 
pleased with the indiscreet admissions 
made by the commissioner on tho occa- 
sion of bis reception of a delegation of 
Hawaiian women, who came to pray for 
Queen Liliuokalani's restoration. Mr. 
Blount received their memorials and in re- 
ply to their address said that he would sub- 
mit them to his government with all other 
information gathered during his mission, 
but ho was not authorized to take any steps 
looking to the Queen's restoration. This 
would have been of little consequence but 
for tho practical effect tho incident has had 
upon the Queen's party. 

As long us Commissioner Blonnt was sup- 
posed to have authority to restore the 
Queen, they were quite willing to leave the 
whole mutter to him, but now that they 
understand the real situation, and believe 
that tveeks and months may pass after the 
commissioner leaves the Islands before the 
United States government will indicate its 
intentions wfch regard to Hawaii, it is only 
natural that they should feel like taking the 
matter into their own hands and making 
the most of a favorable opportunity to start 
a counter revolution, dispossess tho pro- 
visional government ami restore the Queen,

HARDLY SATISFACTORY. 

An influential deputation of the Imperial 
Federation League lately waited upon Mr. 
Gladstone. The object of its members was 
to press upon the Prime Minister the im- 
portance of carefully considering the ques- 
tion with a view of being brought to the 
test and examination of a conference, when- 
ever Mr. Gladstone and his colleagues 
thought that the moment was opportune. 

Mr. Gladstone received tho deputation 
and listened attentively to what the 
speakers had to say, but his reply showed 
that in his opinion tho people, both of Great 
Britain and Australia, have, at tho present 
moment, before them for consideration, 
matters more pressing than that of Imperial 
Federation. He, however, expressed him- 
self deeply interested in the subject. There 
was one phase of Federation on which he 
spoke clearly and explicitly. This was the 
mat ter of preferential trade. He is reported 
us saying : " But he could hold out no ex- 
pectations that the Liberal party would 
ever be prepured to propose the consolida- 
tion of the Empire as the means of revers- 
ing again the principles of our commercial 
relations and introducing preferences into 
the terms upon which commodities imported 
over sea weru received into the ports of tho 
United Kingdom." 

The notice which the Times gives of the 
deputation and the manner of its reception 
is sarcastic. It contrasts the civility with 
which the Imperial Federation League depu- 
totion was treated, although it did not get 
what it wanted, with Mr. Gladstone's cold 
and curt manner towards the men of Ulster 
wheu they appeared before him to plead the 
cause of the Protestants of Ireland. It then 
goes on to say : 

With all his complaisance, Mr. Gladstone 
could not abstain from warning Lord 
15ra8sey that he and his followers can never 
be parties to the establishment of a cuatoma 
union with the colonies and dependencies 
of tho Empire. So stanch a free trader is 
ne, that he declines to consider the possi- 
bility of treating tho Empire as a uscal 
unity, or of modifying in any way the 
provincial conception of free trade which 
treats every geographical division as a poli- 
tical difference, yet he proposes at the same 
time to make provision for tho bpeedy re- 
pudiation of free trade principles in Ire- 
land and the establishment of a retrogres- 
sive fiscal system chielly aimed at the in- 
jury of British free trade. 

It is quite clear that the advocates of Im- 
perial Federation and of Imperial commer- 
cial union have nothing to expoct from the 
Liberal party of Great Britain. It is just 
possible that after the patriotic men who 
have espoused the cause of Union for Great 
Britain and her colonics and dependencies 
have created a public opinion in its favor, 
Liberal politicians may take it up, but at 
the present moment the advocates of both 
Imperial Federation and preferential trade 
must look to British Conservatives for en- 
couragement and support,

The gardeners will now, of course, exer- 
ciao their skill in producing new varieties of 
this delightful spring flower. It is wonder- 
ful to oboervo what effects they produce 
when they once set about improving any 
flower. " Of course," tho Now York Times

AN UNPLEASANT DILEMMA. 

A good deal is being said and written 
about tho Geary law in tho United States, 
Thoro ia in tho Union a wido difference ol 
opinion respecting that law. Muuy, parti- 
cularly in tho West, say itia a righteous law 
and that tho Government of tho United 
States is thowing a slackness which is al- 
together inexcusable in not strictly enforc- 
ing that law. Others again maintain that 
tho law is an iniquitous one and disgraceful 
to tho United States, as it is uu open breach 
of solemn treaties with China whiol. have 
never been abrogated. So clearly does the 
Geary law contravene tho terms of treaties 
made so lute us 1800 and 18S0 that it is 
questioned whether it is constitutional or 
not. Although tho time for the Chinese re- 
siding in the United States to register ex- 
pired on the fifth of the present month, no- 
thing has been yet done towards the en- 
forcement of the law. Tho Chinese have 
not registered as tho law requires 
and by their non-compliance have ren- 
dered themselves liablo to bo forcibly 
expelled from tho country. But the 
Government has taken no action in order 
that the Chiuese may have a chance to test 
the validity of tho law in the Supreme 
Court. This is looked upon by many us an 
iudulgenco almost, if not altogether, crim- 
inal. Tho decision of tho court, we pro- 
sume, will not bo delayed. If it ia favor- 
able to tho law what is there to be done ? 
Will the Chinese be given an opportunity to 
register or will they be turned out of the 
United States ueck and crop '! 

The Oregonian shows that the United 
States Government is in a very peculiar 
position with regard to tho Chinese now 
resident in the United States. This is 
what it says : 

Kager to establish friendly relations with 
China, we agreed in 1800 and again iu 1SS0, 
to the terms of a treaty which specifically 
declared that "Chinese residing in tho 
United .States ahull enjoy tho 8ume 
privileges, exemptions and immunities in re- 
Bpect to travel or residence us may be there 
enjoyed by the citizens or subjects of tho 
most favored nation." The Geary law is 
an open repudiation of this agreement. 

It is quite possiblo that the Supreme 
Court will decide that Congress has the 
power to violuto solemn treaties if it 
sees fit to do so, but such a decision 
will not, we are very sure, in the 
judgment of hundreds of thousands of 
honest American citizens, absolve the nation 
from its obligation to keep its word and to 
carry out the provisions of its treaties. Id 
is moro than probable that there is not a 
single member of tho present Administra- 
tion who believes in the righteousness or 
even the policy of the Gmry luw, yet if thut 
law is pronounced constitutional by the 
Supreme Court its members will bo obliged 
to do what they can to cany it out. Their 
position in that case will be most unpleascnt. 
They will have to do not only what is 
wrong iu their own eyes, but what is wrong 
in the eyes of hundreds of thousands of their 
fellow citizens and in the eyes of the great, 
majority of men in all civilized communities 
— for the obligation to keep u covenant, for- 
mally made, is recognized by all civilized 
men, whether they are Christians or pagans. 
It will ho interesting to see how the United 
States Government will extricate itself from 
the unpleasant predicament in which it is 
placed by the enactment of tho Geary law. 



claimed to the world what kind of man 
Governor Pennoyer is. We all know that 
there is suoh a thing as placing too high an 
estimate on etiquette, and of being 
too punctillious with respect to forms, 
ollicial and social, but there is always 
something radically wrong with the man 
who pays no attention to the umenitics of 
society and who has no regard for the feel 
ings of others. This is tho conclusion to 
which many have como with respoet to Gov 
crnor Peunoyer. Tho newspupers of his 
own Stato and of the country generally, 
have not been slow in saying what they 
think of tho mun who gave so uncivil a re- 
ply to a respectfully worded communication 
| |The Now York Tribune, which in these 
days is generally very moderate in its tan 
guage, commenting on tho message from tho 
Governor of Oregon auys: 

" Ho sent tho message .aot only from a 
nasty temper and an empty head, butiu tho 
apparent belief that he hud elono some- 
thing worth while, and wholly unconscious 
that he hud insulted every self-respecting 
citizen in tho land, and what the citizens of 
tho country to the number of several hund- 
red thousand suid about him was thut ho 
wus a very eheup, feather-headed black- 
guard, a blackguard net. * * v Let 
him huvo tho notoriety ho sought. Givo 
him tho eminence he seeks. Place him at 
tho very top of the list of blackguards that 
have disgraced official positions, and let 
him be rewarded by tho nation's bias." 

Governor Pennoyer will perhaps bo sur- 
prised to find thut tho message which lie 
considered so clever and so fitly demon- 
strated his independence, has been taken 
by so many of hia countrymen of all 
parties and in different states of tho union 
as a proclamation over his own signature 
that he is neither a gentleman nor u man of 



OFFICIAL ETIQUETTE. 

To plain men who study to express them- 
aelves in the simplest and most direct way 
the formality and unnaturalness of official 
communications are exceedingly provoking. 
They are often at a loss to comprehend ex- 
actly what the ofliciul means. But the offi- 
cial .ityle, though it may be ambiguous and 
involved, is never rude or uncivil. If Mr. 
Deputy Minister or Mr. Head Clerk bus 
anything unpleasant to say he suys it in tho 
mildest and most round-about manner pos- 
sible. Ho always has iu his minel the dig- 
nity of his department. That must not bo 
compromised on any occasion or for any con- 
sideration, Conaiqueutly the Government 
clliciul, if he is sometimes tedious and diffi- 
cult to comprehend, is never boorish or im- 
pertinent. In startling contrast to the or- 
dinary ofliciul telegram is one lately sent by 
Governor Pennoyer, of the State of Wash- 
ington, to Secretary of Stuto Grcsbam. 

Iu view of trouble following tho enforce- 
mont of tho Geury Act, Mr. Gresham sent 
the following telegram to tho Governor of 
Oregon : 

" WASHINGTON, D C, May 3. — To Gov- 
ernor Sylvester Pennoyer, the Capitol, 
Oregon : Apparently reliable reports indi- 
cate danger of violence to the Chinese) when 
the exclusion not takes effect, and tho 
President earnestly hopes that you will em- 
ploy all lawful means for their prod ction in 
Oregon. W. L. Ghhsiiam." 

To this the Governor sent tho following 
reply, which certainly cannot be said to 
have been written by Mr. Barnacle, of the 
Circumlocution Ollico : 

"SALEM, Or., May 3. — To W. L. Gres- 
ham, Washington, DC: I will attend to 
my business. Let the President attend to 
his. Sylvester Pennoyer, Governor." 

As an official communication tho above is, 
wo venture to say, unique. We do not 
know that thia very peculiar message did 
Mr. Gresham or tho President of tho United

The Amer- 
icans in trying to punish these South Atner- 
ican countries for not granting them exclu- 
sive trade privileges has been performing 
the unpleasant operation of cutting off tho 
noso to spito the faco^ They have caused 
some commodities to le made deiror at 
home and they have increased the trade of 
those countries with Kurope. It is no 
wonder that there ia serious talk in the 
Uuited States of doing away with the whole 
system.

Tho northern coast of British Columbia, 
receutly the sceuo of a threatening feud 
among savage Indian tribe-*, will before the 
cIoho of tho present summer witness the 
advent of the great engine of civilization— 
the printing press. Late Bteatners from tho 
North bring word that Rev. Jume3 B. Mc- 
Cullfoh proposes to introduce ouo in con- 
nection with his missionary work at 
Aiyansh, on the Naas, a little newspaper 
being a possibility of tho near future. If 
thero be nuijb t in a name, James B. Mc- 
Culloch should be able to make his venture 
a success. 



Oansri's or "Spiritualism*" , 

In tho course of his sermon on Sunday 
evening, Rev. Percival Jenns, rector of St. 
John's church, touk occasion to refer to the 
belief held by some people that the spirits 
of the dead are hovering in the air and can 
be communicated with — "Spiritualism," in 
short, as the doctrine is preached by its ex 
ponents. Rev. Mr. Jenns said that from 
the teachings of the Bible it would be 
almost directly inferred that the very re- 
verso was true ; but granting that there 
was something in Spiritualism, he did not 
think it would do much harm provided the 
believer in it did not lose sight of religion 
and wus not carried away to worship the 
creature rather than the Creator. This, 
howovor, was tho tendency of Spiritualism.

The report that the Oregon Improvement 
Co. hud purchused some three thousand 
acres of coal laud on (Jabriola Island, is 
denied by the expert wh >se visit to the 
island give rise to the rumor. This gentle- 
man, Mr. \V. Taylor Runway, whose son is 
superintendent ot tho Franklin mine, is 
agent for tho What Cheer Drill & Miners' 
Tools Co , and visited NuiKtiir.o on business 
a few days ago. Having beard that coal 
had been discovered on Oabriola Island, he 
went over to look at it, as ho is an old mini' 
superintendent and makes a point of keep- 
ing himself informed of all new develop 
nieuts in the way of business. Ho did not 
go to the island as ageni. tor the Oregon 
Improvement Co., and has no intention of 
purchasing the property.

St. Paul's Victoria West anil Cedar Hill. 

The action of tho Presbytery of Vancou- 
ver Island at its meeting on tho 28th 
February, separating Cedar Hill from St. 
Paul's Presbyterian church, Victoria West, 
to take effect on the 1st April, witli tho 
view, among other reasons, of lessening 
the labors of Rev. D. MacRac, having 
proved inoperative owing to the inability 
of securing the connection of Cedar Hill 
with any adjacent mission stations, so as to 
form i\ new mission field sufficiently Urge 
to justify the employment of an additional 
missionary, tho Presbytery at its meeting 
on Friday last reversed its previous action 
and decided to continue the connection be- 
tween St. Paul's ami Cedar Hill. Mr. Mac- 
Rue will therefore continue, at least, until 
the next meeting of tho Presbytery in Sep-

Harris v. Brunette Sawmill Co. 

Tho case of Dennis R. Harris v. the 
Brunette Sawmill Co., Ltd., of New West- 
minster, was up for hearing in tho Supreme 
court yesterday before Mr. Justice Drake 
and a special jury. Hon. A. N. Richards, 
Q.C., and Mr. A. P. Luxton appeured for 
the plaintiff ; Mr. Charles Wilson, of Cor- 
bould, McColl, Wilson &. Campbell, for the 
defendants. Tho claim is for the value of 
certain (ir und cedar timber alleged to have 
been wrongfltlly taken by tho defendants 
from the cast half of Section 3, Tp. 8, New 
Westminster District, the property of the 
plaintiff. This is set down in the statement 
of claim as 300,000 feet at SO per thousand — 
Jil.SOO. Tliore is also a claim for damages. 
The defence is a general denial of the tres- 
pass, aud in tho alternative that tho quan- 
tity of timber cut and taken away from tho 
land in question dues not exceed 57,000 
feet, valued ut $171, which amount they 
are willing to pay and have paid into court. 
Tho evidence was concluded last evening, 
and to-day ut 10 o'clock counsel willuddrcss 
the jury. 



Canada's New Viceroy. 

The Canadian Gazette of April 20 prints 
tho following: The otliciul notification 
published this week that the Karl of Aber- 
leen will assume the duties of Governor- 
General of the Dominion in September has 
caused no surprise, for since the formation 
of the present ministry it has been gener- 
ally understood that the popular Scotch 
peer would be Lord Stanley of Preston's 
successor at Ottawa. Tho only doubtful 
point was the exact date at which tho 
change of office would take place. This has 
now been agreed upon, and it is scarcely 
necessary again to predict that the friend- 
iest of welcomes will be extended next 
autumn to the Karl and Countess by all 
parties, ranks and creeds. Lord Stanley of 
Preston, on his part, has happily placed on 
t>rd his regret at the approaching sever- 
ance of the official tie which has linked him 
ith the Canadian people during the past 
five years. In the Speech from the Throne 
at the prorogation of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, the Governor-General fittingly ac- 
knowledges the kindness und consideration 
shown him us the (Jueen's representative, 
aud oilers sincere assurances of his abiding 
interest in all that concerns the welfare ot 
the Dominion.

May Moving Celebrated. 

The Seattle P. -I. publishes the following 
from Chicago : " May moving us an oc- 
casion of merry-making is something novel, 
but there was an illustration of it at the ex- 
position grounds this afternoon, when the 
Indians Irom British Columbia took posses- 
sion of their new home on the east side of 
the south pond. They also dedicated a 
totem pole, erected in front of their new 
shack, They had been quartered in a stock 
pavilion, attired in their best tribal cloth- 
ing, and when they left their temporary 
quarters they danced to their new home. 
The dance was led by Toquaysa, a princess, 
who is, on account of her descent, recog- 
nized us chief of tho colony. The dance 
was concluded by a grand diversion around 
a totem pole. Then Toquaysa spread u 
feast of fish oil and other delicacies for her 
followers, and she also made u speech by 
proxy. Hnmisitu, u young man, acted as 
ollictal mouthpiece and Hawmisallat re- 
sponded in behalf of the guests. In the 
ceremonies sixteen members of tho tribe 
wore blankets and masks, and box drums 
furnished music. In the course of the 
speech the princess' new house was formally 
baptized us ' Nugigith,' or ' The House of 
tho U aves. ' "

Tho general committeo in connection 
with tho Queen's Birthday celebration met 
last evening, Mayor Beaven in the chair, 
thero being a good attendance of tho work- 
ing members. Secretary Hoggs read tho 
minutcB of tho previous meeting, which 
were confirmed. 

The Finance committeo report of $3,400 
available, und recommending detailed esti- 
mates of expenditure to the same amount, 
was read, On the suggestion of J. S. Yates, 
the report was tabled for tho timo being, so 
thut those from the other committees could 
be read, aud tho reasons for tho changes 
made by the Finance committee ascertained. 

J. Brailen, at the request of Mr. Yates, 
explained the nature of tho athletic exhi- 
bition, for which $"•"> wus asked. He said 
this would be ou Beacon Hill in the centre 
of tho ring, und in past years these exhi- 
bitions had been a great attraction. 

T. J. Burnes asked that the communica- 
tions from the several clubs should be read 
beforo further proceedings. There wero 
two not already published : 

The James Buy Lacrosse club sent word 
that they had arranged a match with the 
New Westminster . I utiiors for the morning 
of the 23rd, and usked thut it bo placed on 
the programme. 

The James Bay Baseball club reported 
that hiving considered the sum recom- 
mended by the Sports aud Games commit- 
tee for a baseball match, they found it less 
than would cover the legitimate expenses of 
a visiting team, and they therefore notified 
the committee thut they could not take part 
in any baseball event. 

Lieut. - Col. VVolfenden spoke in favor of 
the proposed athletic exhibition, if tho 
young men interested would givo their con- 
sent to give it at uu expense not greater 
than the $1d offered. 

Mr. Burnes protested against the old- 
established cricket and baseball clubs being 
cut down or ignored, while the regatta and 
yachting clubs, " which could not make any 
excitement," got so much. 

Mr. Braden claimed that the Finance 
committeo should have contented them- 
selves with cutting down the total of the 
committee uppropriutions, instead of inter- 
fering with details which ought to have, 
been left to tho several committees, 

On motion of Mr, Yates, tho report of 
the finance committee was taken up, tho 
items being considered singly. 

With respect to the yachting appropria- 
tion of $175, J. H. Seeley expressed regret 
that §150 ur S'-'OO additional had not been 
allowed for the purposes of entertainment, 
as the local yacht club was a small institu- 
tion, und the number of visitors would bo 
large. H -waver, if this could not bo done, 
thry would bo satisfied. Aid. McTavish, 
commodore of the club, spoko to tho sumo 
effect, and the item passed. 

On the vote for sports and games, Mr. 
Yutea suggested that, us there was to be no 
baseball match, accoi ding to the communi- 
cation received, the $100 put down for that 
be added to some of tho other items. 

Mr. Wilhy, from the Victoria Athletic 
club, announced that the chili would not be 
in a position to give the intended exhibition 
of athletic sports on the Hill, as several of 
the members would bo out of town. He 
suggested thut the amount be left at the 
disposal of the sports und games committee 
to bo laid out as they thought best. 

W. II Cullin feuggested that ST.") of the 
amount be placed ut the disposal of tho 
junior lacrosse players, who wero showing 
considerable enterprise in bringing a team 
from New Westminster, 

After further discussion the whole sum 
asked by the sports and gutnes committee, 
S025, was voted, to be disposed of in such 
manner as they should report to the finance 
commit) ee. 

The remaining items passed without dis- 
cussion. 

The finance committee's recommendation, 
that a sub-committee of four of their mem- 
bers be appointed to purchase ull prizes, 
wus not udopted, but on motion of Mr. 
Yates it was decided thut the various com- 
mittees, in conjunction with tho chairman 
of the finance committee, should select and 
purchase all prif.es. 

The names of the chairmen of each of the 
other committees were added to the recep- 
tion committee, which will havo its first 
meeting on Thursday next at tho City hall. 

The sports and games committeo will 
meet at the City hall to-night. 

Indian Otlicer Thomas James has met 
with considerable success in tho matter ol 
securing native crewa to compete in the 
Indian war canoe races. He has reported 
to the secretary the promise of a canoe of 
braves from Anacortes, two from Saauich, 
and one canoe of klootchmen.

AN INTERESTING LECTURE, 



Hi8 Grace Archbishop Gross Delivers 
au Eloquent Address to the Young 
Meii's Institute. 



Presented With au Expression of 
Welcome— Some Thoughts on 
"Human Society." 



E Hia Graco Archbishop Grosa, of Portland, 
leotured lust evening at Institute hall, 
under tho auspices of Seghers Council No 
S3, Y.M.I., and had as his audience a lar^e 
number of tho members of tho church and 
others besides, all of whom enjoyed the 
address very much. 

Tho chair wau occupied by His Lordship 
liishop Lemmen8, with a number of mem- 
bers of tho Bocioty on the platform also. 
His Grace tho Archbishop, before the 
lecture began, was presented with tho fol- 
lowing addross, which was read by Mr. 1). 
McBrady : 

To the Most Reverend William H. Oram, 
G. SS H. , D D„ A rchbishop of Oregon : 
" May it please youb quack : Sow 
presence in our midst to day is a source ol 
unalloyed pleasure to each and ever) 
member of the Catholic congregation of. 
Victoria, but particularly is it a causo of 
rejoicing to the members of Segliera Coun- 
cil, No. 85, Y. M. I. We, as a society, 
have thoreforo deemed it but just, the men 
so that you are here under our auspices, to 
embo dyour sentiments of respect and es- 
teem towards your graco in a formal ad 
dress of welcome. 

" As one, who by his learning and elo- 
quenco, has placed tho jewels of Catholic 
truth in a setting calculated to show fortli 
their beauty and purity to the best advan- 
tage and to attract to thorn tho attention 
of a too careless age, we, who are proud to 
claim tho grand old Catholic Church as our 
Mother, bid you welcome, thrico welcome, 
to our midst. but in your consistent 
friendship towards, and constant encourage- 
ment of, the Y. M. I. as a society for young 
men, do we, its members in this city, recog- 
nize your strongest claim upon our hospi- 
tality. 

" No greater proof can be adduced of the 
Divino origin of our Holy Mother the 
Church than the facility with which she 
furnishes her children with means to met" 
and successfully combat the varying evil 
tendencies of each succeeding age. 'In 
Union iB Strength,' ia the motto of our 
times ; in all liuus of human endeavor the 
.present tendency is towards the concentra- 
tion of individual energies and tho absorp- 
tion of individual enterprise into gigantic 
corporations. The church, in striking con- 
formity of her Divine Master's promise, "I 
ahall be with you all days even to the con- 
summation of tho world," has speedily 
met thia now order of things. By promul- 
gating the dogmi of the infallibility of tho 
Holy See, she has cemented her children in 
a mystical union that never has and never 
will be paralleled, and, not content with 
this, sho has everywhere encouraged the 
formation of Catholic societies to battle for 
God, and the right. Such is the character 
of the Y.M.I. Under tho fostering caro of 
the clergy tens of thousands of able-bodied 
soldiers of the cross march under the ban- 
ner on which is emblazoned in letters of 
gold the words " Pro Deo Pro Palria " 
Shoulder to shoulder wo march onward, 
bearing aloft the shield of our holy religion, 
basing our reasoning on the authority of the 
church, encouraged by the wise counsel of 
our pastors and bound together by the gold- 
en links of Christian charity and Catholic 
brotherhood. 

" Your Grace, by the earnest solicitude 
you have ever evinced for the advancement 
of our society, has shown how thoroughly 
you are in touch with the policy of the 
Church in this regard. Your presence here 
this evening ia but another proof of that 
solicitude, and we, the members of Seghers 
Council, No. 85, of the Y. M.I., thank you 
sincerely for this further evidence of your 
interest in our society in general, and in the 
welfare of our own Council in particular. 

" In conclusion we would express the hope 
that you may lung continue to bo a sincere 
friend of tho Y.M.I., a striking figure in 
tho Americanjhierarchy, and adistinguished 
prelate of our Holy Mother the Church, and 
beg leave to subscribe ourselves, Rev. J. A. 
Van Nevel, T. Deasy, F. H. Lang, F. J. 
Sehl, 1). McBradv, on behalf of Seghers 
Council, No. 85, Y.M I." 

Itl reply to the above. His Grace thanked 
th-; membera for their kindly expressions 
which were, ho said, but aa additions,! 
evidence of the pleaamfr manner in which 
he had always been received on the several 
occasions he had visited Victoria. With no 
further introduction, he proceeded to his 
subject. 

" Human Society, commenting first on 
the wonderful and immense vurieties of 
races which go to make up the billions of 
peoplo who inhabit the globe. Whence did 
all the8o people come'.' was asked, and in 
reply there was a theory set up, under the 
pretence or shield of science, that man was 
sprung from tho beast, the survival of the 
fittest. Such a thing as this was nothing, 
absolutely disproved by the really scientilic 
discoveries of modern years; all of which 
had gono to show that the truo story of tl c 
formation of the human society was tho 
account given in the Bible. God first mare 
man, and then man needing society 
Woman was created. This was the tirst 
society, and its wisdom was shown through 
all ages. Children had to have society in 
order that they should he developed men- 
tilly, else they would be little better than 
the beasts, and if by misfortune or mis- 
c'lance they were cast into wicked society, 
as a natural result they became bad men 
a id women ; whereas under more onobling 
influences, they became correspondingly 
nobler. From this His Graco followed up 
the argument, and in dramatic, elo- 
quent, forcible, and at times pa- 
thetic language, pictured the home 
lifo and love, the family society which 
was at tho foundation of ull human develop- 
ment. In conclusion he said he could give 
no better advice to all, could have no other 
wish than that all should profit by family 
so.'iety and make it what it should be. 

The regular meeting of tho institute was 
hold just before the lecture, and without 
any business being done was adjourned un- 
til Wednesday evening. 

His Grace leaves tint, morning for home. 
To-day he will bo shown around the city by 
members of the Council, who will do every- 
thing in their power to make tho visit an 
enjoyablo one.

A FKOVISIONAL GOVERNMENT. 

How Matters Stand in Nicaragua — Two 
liattlcs Fought. 

PANAMA, May 8.— With Santiago Morales 
at their head tho revolutionists of Nicaragua 
have established a Provisional Government 
over that republic and are preparing to 
striko a crushing blow at President Sacasa. 
This important uewa ia contained in a 
special cable just received from Juan do 
Sul, on the Nicaragua coast. Headquarters 
of the Provisional Government have been 
established at Granda, tho city which first 
fell into tho bunds of tho revolutionists. 
Santiago Morales is tho provisional presi- 
dent; ex-President Zavola, minister of war, 
and Kduardo Montiel, general-in-chief of 
the revolutionary army. Around Granda 
have been concentrated the leading divis- 
ions of the revolutionary army, and from 
that point, of course, ull operations are con- 
ducted. In addition to Granda and Masaga, 
which they captured, the revolutionists have 
taken Kivas, Matagalpa and Chantales. 
Two battles have been fought near Masaga, 
in oach of which the Government forces 
were defeated. A portion of the Nicara- 
guan railroad, the telegraph lines and the 
steamers on Lako Managua and Lake 
Nicaragua uro in possession of the revo- 
lutionists. President Sacasa saya that ho 
haa an army of 10,000 men and hoped ho 
would speedily overthrow bis enemies.

Aa passengers tho Boacowitz 
brought six ministers living in different 
parta of Northern British Columbia, who 
came down to attend the Methodist confer- 
ence held at New Westminster this week: 
Kev. Hall and wife, of Alevt Bay, who are 
on a pleasure trip to England ; Miss Hart, 
of I'ort Simpson ; S. M. 0'K.ell and several 
Indians, Japs and Chinamen. The weather 
in the North has for some time past been 
beautiful, especially in tho vicinity of Queen 
Charlotte Islands, where sealing schooners, 
as well as a great many Indians, are thuught 
to be making a good tiling of it in the seal- 
ing line. Tho Indians report seals very 
plentiful. On the homeward trip the Maude 
passed tho Dominion steamer Quadra with 
the Alaska boundary commissioners on 
board and tho Princess Louise. Tho Hud- 
son Bay company's Bteamer Caledonian 
has been Lunched on tho Skeena river, and 
ia now preparing to make her firat trip. 
TRADE AND .SHIi'I'INt! FOB APRIL. 

Tho monthly freight and ahipping report 
prepared by R. P. Rithet & Co., L't'd., for 
April, states that " During tho month 
freights have fluctuated a little and tho 
general tendency has been towards an im- 
provement, although so long as advices from 
toreign markets cuutinue of their late de- 
pressing nature, no upward movement can 
bo expected to proceed very far. Grain 
freiglits in San Francisco, after standing for 
a brief period at 20s. to Cork for orders, 
with the usual options, have receded to 18s. 
Od. At the northern ports, rates are more 
or lesa nominal at a slight advance on those 
ruling last month. Lumber vessels are in 
very poor demand, and freights for most 
destinations have receded. Tho long ex- 
pected improvement in Australia haa not 
yet appeared, and elsewhere business ia very 
dull." During the month nine ocean sail- 
ing veasels arrived.

The San Francisco " Call " Describes 
a Kticiuff Steamer as ISuiUUngr 
for Victoria Smugglers. 



Nothing Known of Her Here by Those 
Best Qualified to Give 
information. 



The San Francisco Cull, of recent duto, 
publishes the following sensational story, in 
which, however, careful investigation fails 
to disclose the desirable elemeut of truth. 
United States Vieo-CoESul O. K. P. Myers 
was shown the clipping yesterday and asked 
if he had heard anything about it. After 
reading the story through he replied that lie 
certainly had not. 

"None of the names mentioned are at all 
familiar," lie said, "in fact there are no such 
men doing any smuggling from this port. 
The article has every appearance of a fake. 
Who ever heard of a steamer of .'150 tons be- 
ing built for smuggling?" 

The Call's story is, therefore, given for 
what it is worth : 

" Not at all awed by the presence on the 
Pacific Slope of special agents of the United 
States Treasury Department, hero osten- 
sibly for the purpose of investigating the 
workings of the ring within a ring in the 
Northwest, Victoria smugglers have just 
completed plaus and specifications for the 
building of a vessel by Messrs. Russell & 
Co., of Port Glasgow, that is warranted lo 
pass anything on the broad Pacific, or the 
smooth waters of Puget Sound, from a fish 
ing smack up a an armored cruiser. Some 
months ago it was hinted that the construc- 
tion of BUuh a vessel was contemplated, but 
it was not known who the interested parties 
were who desired to tempt Dune Fortune 
by smuggling by means of a steel vessel of 
the latest model and workmanship. 

"On the 20th of this month the ' Victoria 
Sealing company' dispatched its agent to 
England with instructions to present the 
plans of the vessel proposed to the firm 
named. As the Victoria Sealing company 
is a very indefinite institution, which never 
saw a teal other than those that bask on the 
rocks of the Straits of San Juan do Fuca or 
in sight of the Oil! House of this city, as 
people do not go sealing nowadays in ves- 
sels which must make twenty knots in 
smooth and rough water, the probable use 
to which the new boat will be put is rather 
shady. The notorious Toronto smuggler, 
Vreeman alias Freeman, has been detailed 
to confer with Messrs Russell & Co., and 
on the Victoria Sealing company's list of 
subscribers to the enterprise are the names 
of nearly every man on British Columbia 
soil who has for years past entered into 
schemes to defraud the United States out of 
its legitimate revenue on opium. 

"The plans and specifications of the new 
boat call for a steamer of ,'>30 tons burden, 
to bo built of the best material and upon a 
model for Hp' ed and endurance. 

" As coal bunkers are provided for, which 
nearly occupy all the apace usually assigned 
to a vcbscI tor cargo, an electric plant and 
French lens mentioned, it appears to the 
nautical public that this scaling steamer is a 
little too sporty for Bearing Sea travel. 

"The steamer, it is definitely known, 
will be used for the smuggling of Chinese 
and opium, as some of those who are inter- 
ested in her made a statement to that effect 
when the subject of the boat was broached 
several months ago. There was some talk 
among the ring of having the steamer built 
at the Union Iron Works in San Francisco, 
bat the projectors of the scheme thought 
that if this was (lone the matter would meet 
with so much publicity that it would not 
be agreeable for the ring. Vreeman, who 
was in this city some months ago, and who 
mentioned the fact to three witnesses that 
such a vessel would be built, subsequently 
regretted the information he had given on 
tho subject, and advised his confreres to 
drop the scheme for a while till public 
notice was din. cted another way. 

" Later Vreeman stated that the vessel 
would ho for sealing purposes in Japanese 
waters, when questioned regarding her, but 
as a letter from one of ta i 3 accomplices 
states that the vessel must be fast enough 
to pass any revenue cutter on tho Coast, 
and plainly constructed, so as not to attract 
too much attention on the Sound, her pur- 
pose is obvious. About §90,000 was sub- 
scribed for the building of this boat, and 
most of the stock of the company will be 
controlled by three or four persons, one of 
whom lives in Toronto, one in Montreal and 
one in Victoria. 

" The steamer will probably make sealing 
expeditions to Mexico, Lower California — 
in fact, everywhere that Chinese or opium 
can bo landed. One of the backers of the 
Victoria Sealing Company was instrumental 
in the landing of 200 Chinese at or near 
Whatcom, in Washington State, about 
three years ago. His name is Marion P. 
Haynie, anil his birthplace is Philadelphia, 
but he has gone by the name of Case, Max 
weli, Greathouse and half a dozen other 
titles. He appears to have plenty of money, 
and spends his time about hotels. The new 
vessel will be schooner-rigged and some- 
what smaller than tho cutter Corwin."

THE BRITISH PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

To TitE Editor:— In my last letter I 
referred to the British Pacific railway in its 
relation to the development of Vancouver 
Island, showing that, regarded merely from 
that standpoint, it is an enterprise worthy 
the best aid which the Province and the 
city of Victoria can give it. In this letter 
I propose to speak of the road as a develop- 
ing factor of the Mainland, for this feature 
of tho enterprise is perhaps its most im- 
portant aspect. I think I am right, when I 
say that no intelligent British Columbian 
denies tho value of the region which the 
railway will intersect on tho Mainland. It 
is true that the full capacity of the country 
is only in part known, but sufficient 
information is available to justify 
tho claim that an " inland cm- 
piro" may be thero established, which 
will sustain many hundreds of thousands of 
people and give scope for largo and varied 
industrial expansion. We have, indeed, in 
Central British Columbia a region of un- 
usual natural advantages. They are so 
great and varied that it is with the risk of 
being charged with exaggeration that one 
attempts to give a bare statement of them. 
So vast arc tho possibilities of tho Main- 
land, and so certain are they to be utilized, 
when once means of access to them have 
been provided, that I can only conclude 
that those people in the Southwestern part 
of the Mainland who protest against the 
Government pledging tho Province to 
further aid tho construction of the railway 
are really not aware of tho results to be 
reasonably expected from the opening of the 
central Mainland section. To claim, as 
some of them do, that it is a project purely 
for the aggrandizement of Victoria and the 
Island is to show a very poor conception of 
the portion of our Province last referred to. 

If a line be drawn from the niou'b of the 
Skeena river due east until it strikes the 
astern boundary of the Province, it will 
divide British Columbia into t.vo parts of 
approximately tho same area. Large areas 
in both divisions are unexplored, but 
generally speaking the capabilities of tho 
southern division are understood. 

The southern division may be again sub- 
divided into two nearly equal sections by a 
lino drawn from the mouth of Bute 
inlet to Yellow Head pass. This line 
will form the base of two triangular areas 
singularly alike in the measurement of their 
respective aides : that is to Hay, the North- 
ern line of the Northern section corresponds 
in length with the Southern lino of the 
Southern section, and tho Western of the 
one to the Eastern of the other, and the 
truncated apex of the one to that of the 
other. The Southern section will bo natu- 
rally tributary to the Canadian Pacific, the 
Northern to the British Pacific. But just 
is the Southern section cannot be developed 
wi hout Victoria benefitting by it, although 
the terminus of the Canadian Pacific is at 
Vancouver, so neither can the Northern sec- 
tion be 1 developed without Vancouver 
benefitting by it, although the terminus of 
tho British Pacific will be at Victoria. 
Rivalry between cities ought to be for- 
gotten in the discussion of projects for tho 
opi ning of territory equal in extent to a 
Europe in kingdom, because it is a practical 
impossibility for ono part of our Province to 
advance in prosperity without every other 
part feeling tho beneficial results. 

The area of each of tho sections referred 
to may lie set down at 00,000 Mjuare miles, 
that is to say, the British Pacific railway, 
for that is » hat we ure particularly con- 
cerned in at present, will have on the M (in- 
land this urea directly tributary to it with- 
out taking into account, tho immense region 
lying further to the North, and that other 
immense region East of the mountains, 
which it will tap. This area is larger than 
any one of the states of the Union with the 
exception of fifteen. It is four times 
as large as Switzerland, more than 
three times as large as Denmark, 
more than twice as large as Greece, almost 
as large as European Turkey, nearly as largo 
as all the German states outside of Prussia, 
larger than England and Wales, more than 
twice as large as Scotland, twice as large as 
Ireland and larger than the three Canadian 
maritime provinces. I want lo emphasize 
the fact that the area of which I speak is 
within the Province of British Columbia, 
and between a line drawn frtJm the mouth 
of Bute Inlet to Yellow Head Pass on the 
south and a line drawn across tho province 
due east from ihe mouth of the Skeena river 
on the north ; and I wish also to repeat that 
this by no means comprises all the area on 
the mainland from which the British 
Pacific will draw traffic, but less than half 
of it, and none whatever of the equally 
large area which may propcily be called 
the special territory of tho Canadian 
Pacific. 

Manifestly it is impossible to describe so 
vast a region accurately by any single 
phrase. A person journeying through some 
parts of Scotland would form a very dilfer- 
ent opinion from that arrived at by one 
whose observations had been of another 
part of tho kingdom. Or take another 
illustration nearer at hand. The State of 
Washington is only a little larger than the 
section now under consideration. A man 
might journey through that great state and 
come away with the opinion that 
it was of very little value for settlement 
or anything else, if his travel took him in 
a certain line. If lie took another he 
might think tho whole state a garden or 
capable of being made one. If ho took a 
third he might conclude that there was 
nothing in the state but timber. And still 
another lino of travel might make him think 
that tlu! only resource of the state is its 
mineral wealth. Yet wo know that in its 
07,000 square miles of area there is a grand 
representation of all descrip' ions of uutural 
wealth, sufliaient indeed to warrant the 
claim made by its people, that it is destined 
to become tho richest state in the Union. I 
take this as an example because the central 
part of our Province now under considera- 
tion is like Washington, not only in respect, 
to its area, but in tho possession of the 
same variety of resources. It lias its for- 
ests and its mines, its fertile river 
valleys, its great grazing lands. As 
in Washington, there aro places 
where the rainfall is abundant and 
others where irrigation is necessary. It 
has its mountain ranges, its elevated 
plateaus, as tho neighboring state has. I 
shall not attempt to say how the extent of 
tho resources of our central section compare 
with that of the resources of Washington. 
A much more thorough exploration of both 
countries will have to be mado before any 
ono can speak definitely ; the point I want 
lo bring out is that no mere general terms 
can dispose of the question and that time 
only call determine how great may bo the 
industrial development of this part of our 
Province. 

That this development will be very great 
is abundantly clear. 1 cannot undertake to 
approximate the arable area, but it is large, 
and each exploratory survey increases the 
known arable acreage. We know that Ihe 
pastoral area is enormous. My examination 
of all the reports upon the Central Plateau 
convinces mo that for sheep and dairy farm- 
ing tho larger part of it is admirably 
adapted, and that no part of the country is 
"letter fitted for raising beef cattle. I oiler 
no suggestion as to what it can do in tho 
way of producing grain, because I have not 
the necessary information by me to enablo 



me to form an intelligent estimate. Neither 
shall I go into a detailed examination of 
such sections as have been explored, or 
enlarge upon the rich river valleys and 
luxuriant lake borders, but will content 
myself with adding that tho evidence of the 
vulue of tho Central Plateau from the 
standpoint of the farmer and the stock 
raiser is most conclusive, and is being 
added to as additional information cornea to 
hand. 

1 shall not attempt in this letter to dis- 
cuss tho mineral wealth of the Cariboo dis- 
trict or of tho Cassiar, the exploitation of 
which may bo expected to proceed with 
great rapidity when once facilities of trans- 
portation have been provided, nor of tho fine 
grazing and farming sections lying north of 
the 5-1 th parallel. This last section lies in 
tho same latitude as Ulster, Ireland ; Scot- 
land, Denmark, nearly ono half of Prussia, 
Norway and Sweden, and more than half of 
European Russia lie north of tho 54th 
parallel, and moro than 70,000,000 people 
find homes there. When, therefore, I add 
that there is north of thia parallel in British 
Columbia, without including tho great un- 
explored region norch of tho 56th parallel, 
more than 50,000 of squaro miles known 
to bo rich ill minerals and to 
contain large areas adapted to farming and 
still larger ones fie for stock-raising— a 
region more than three limes as largo as tho 
Kingdom of Denmark— I need surely not 
stop to argue that its development will udd 
vastly to the commercial importance of the 
whole Province. 

In view of tho considerations imperfectly 
set out above, I ask the peoplo of Vancou- 
ver Island if it is not immensely to their 
interest that tho railway which shall open 
the magi i I; cent Mainland section should not 
have its terminus at or upon the Island. I 
recognize that this terminus will bo at Vic- 
toria, which, under the stimulating effect 
of the trade to ba developed by the road, 
will become one of the leading cities 
on the Pacific Const. But what will 
boned t Victoria must help the wdiole 
of the Wand, and I for one, watch with in- 
terest to see how the people of your city 
will receive the application about to be 
made to them for a guarantee of interest 
upon §2 000,000 of the company's bonds. 
But great as the benefit ot the railway and 
the consequent development of the Main- 
land will tie to Victoria and the Island, it 
will be small in comparison with the good 
results which will flow to the Province as a 
whole. If by an enlightened policy the pro- 
gress being made in the Canadian Pacific's 
territory can bo duplicated in tho central 
section, the ( fleet will bo to give British 
Columbia as a whole, an impetus which will 
place it in tho van of now countries. Tho 
attention of the world will be drawn to our 
Province, and people and money will How in 
to aik in the development of its incalculable 
riches. Islander.

EUROPEAN DISARMAMENT. 

Tho I'ope Said to Be Endeavoring to Promote 
an International Understanding;. 

Rome, May 8. — It would appear that the 
Popo is preparing an encyclical to the Euro- 
pean governments, setting forth the inevit- 
able crisis to which crushing military bur- 
dens must bring them. He will call atten- 
tion to tho necessity of introducing the idea 
of pacific action into the general policy as 
well us the appeasement of tho anger of the 
working classes consequent upon their mis- 
ery. His holiness will nsk for a resolution 
on the question of disarmament, probably 
by an enayolioal, which may be the result, of 
an agreement come to in his interview with 
the Emperor of Germany. The governments 
of Italy, Austria, Spain, Belgium and Bus 
sia are said to ho already informed of the 
agreement referred to above, and are willing 
to accept it. Russia has made certain re- 
serves, but intends, it is believed, to adhere 
to the general decision, in which case she 
would be charged with tho mission of bring- 
ing pressure upon Franco to induce her to 
join tho other nations.
